ness of the deposit of this heavy 
crude makes it impossible to com¬ 
pare it with the fields of lighter 
crude in Leduc, Redwater and 
Turner Valley. It might be known 
in 1950 if the cost of Bitumount 
crude can compete on the market 
with other crude oils. A natural 
question is. has the discoveries of 
Leduc and Redwater dampened 
the prospects of the oilsands? Mr. 
Adkins stated that one American 
oil official said those discoveries 
have brightened the prospect* ot 
Bitumount’s product. This is based 
on the fact that required pipelines 
are now being proceeded with. In 
order to get Bitumount crude oil 
to a marketing centre such as Ed¬ 
monton it will be necessary to 
pipe it. 

Transporting this Heavy crude 
has always been a big point to con¬ 
sider in its economical possibilities. 
At the Bitumount plant the crude 
would be relined to a product 
suitable for piping. Then piped to 
the producing centre where final 
refinning would be conducted. 

The experimental process at 
Bitumount is known as the hot 
water process. Soon after the sand 
enters the separation plant out 
from the hopper it is steamed to 
fluidize the sand. Hot water is 
then added to bring it to 12 per¬ 
cent moisture by weight. Hot Wat¬ 
er circulates through the separnt- 
ntion plant at the rate of 400 gal¬ 
lons per minute. Soon the original 
substance leaves the plant ns two 
products, crude oil and clean sand. 
Then it Is piped to the refinery 
where it is broken down into the 
five products already mentioned. 

It has often been said , the est¬ 
imated reserve of oil in these 
sands is about 250 billion barrels 
but today the figure of 500 billion 
barrels was used and that does 
not appear to be impossible. It 
would take one refinery producing 
at the rate of 10,000 barrels daily 
thousands of years to deplete the 
estimated supply. -' 

Six members of the Alberta Re- 
soarces council headed by Dr. D. S. 
Pasternack and K. A. Clark, are 
doing control work maintaining 
the quantity of the products and 
attempting to discover new by¬ 
products from waste materials. 

"It’s phenomenal to think the 
sands extend over such an area. 
The .sand just looks at you and say 
what are you going to do about 
me." stated Dr. Clark who began 
working with the oilsands in 1923. 

After always associating oil with 
fields of derricks and wells it was 
astonishing to stand at the top 
of a ten-foot pit extending over a 
very small area of the vast deposit 
and vvaten a power shovel mine 
and lead sand which in n short 
time would he processed in order 
to give crude oil. More astodnding 
is the fart that the pit is proved 
to be 165 feet deep. 


TREE-PLANTING CUSTOM IS 
GOOD IDEA FOR EVERY. TOWN 


They have a lovely custom in 
Tampa, Florida, that might be 
widely copied if it were known 
It is the planting of tree in mem¬ 
ory of, or irt honor of individuals. 
The planting is done along a little 
creek that runs through one of 
the city parks. They have called 
It the Towhee Trail, for the idea 
is to make sure of a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of food, shelter and nesting 
sites for the birds and to have a 
place of beauty besides. 

The idea originated in the Tam-’ 
pa Bird Club. Arrangements were 
made first to have a definite place 
for the trees and shrubs, then the 
various clubs in the city were ask¬ 
ed if they would donate a tree or 
trees which would be planted with 
appropriate services. A plaque 
*•116 the name of the person to oe 
honored and the club is put on the 
tree. 

At first trees were set out only 
on Arbor Day which in this mild 
climate comes in the middle of 
January, but so many were given 
that several days each spring are 
set aside for plantings. People who 
had trees on their grounds thnt 
they did not want gave them to 
be planted on the trail. 

A bird trail would be a real as¬ 
set to any town. Why not plant 
now for future beauty?

LUMBER EXPORT QUOTA 
SYSTEM DISCONTINUED 


A prairie wheat crop of 357.15(1, 
0U0 bushels is forecast in prelimin¬ 
ary estimates issued last week 
by the Saskatchewan. Alberta and 
Manitoba Wheat Pools. The aver¬ 
age wheat yield per acre based on 
a combined aereage .of 26 490.000 
in the three provinces, vv^rks out 
at 13 5 bushels. The 1918 wheat 
production was 363.373.000 bushels 
on 23,045,000 acres with an avfr^ 
age of 15.7 bushels an acre’ 

The first estimate made by the 
Dominion government placed the 
wheat production in the prairie 
provinces at 362 million bushels. 


McMurry Oilsands 
Form Large Reserve 


Effective September 6. the reg¬ 
ulation of Canadian lumber ex¬ 
ports through quotas will be dis¬ 
continued. This relaxation which 
applied to such items as flooring 
millwork. window sash and doors, 
affects the entire industry through 
out Canada. 

The romoval of export quotas 
reflects the satisfactory supply sit¬ 
uation presently existing, but ns 
a precautionary measure, to en¬ 
sure adequate supplies (if lumber 
and lumber products {or Canadian 
lequirements permits will still oe 
required for the export of items 
formerly on the quota list. 


It. might be known by next year 
if extraction of crude oil from the^ 
alteady f - anus McMurray oilsands 
is- economically possible and if the 
• cost of the crude can complete on 
the market with other types of 
crude oils. This information was 
revealed to the official -party 
which visited the Bitumount pilot 
plant located on the east bank of 
the Athabasca River about 55 mil¬ 
es north of McMurray. 

The Alberta government plant 
which is testing extraction of crude 
oil from the McMurray oilsands 
has produced crude at the rate of 
700 barrels per day but. is running 
regularly at 250 barrels daily. 

Official party of two Alberta 
cabinet ministers. 40 M.L.A's and 
newsmen flew into the plant from 
McMurray in a chartered Canad¬ 
ian Pacific Airlines plane.

Canada uses about 110 million 
barrels of oil a year. Exports from 
the United States cost about $300 
millions annually. The great ob¬ 
jectives is to make Canada much 
more self-sufficient in this vital 
commodity.. , . 

Alberta is the great oil-pro¬ 
ducing province of the Dominion. 
There are 860 producing wells now 
in this province, with more coming 
in every week. Because of the lack 
of an economical distribution sys¬ 
tem the wvlls cannot be allowed 
to produce to capacity. If so pro¬ 
duction would run at 36 500.000 
barrels a year, or about a third 
of Canada’s needs. 

The Imperial (5il Go. is building 
a 20 inch pipe line from Edmonton 
to Regina to permit low cost dis¬ 
tribution This may be extended to 
Fort William, where oil from Al¬ 
berta could be loaded on tankers 
for the voyage down the Great 
takes. 

Present reserves of oil in Al¬ 
berta are calculated at n billion 
barrels. It will require reserves of 
form 2K- to 3 billion barrels to 
„make Canada self-sufficient in oil. 
At least one eminent geologist; 
Theodore Linke, thinks that Alber¬ 
ta win event ualty have reserves 
totalling 5 billion barrels. 

The extension of pil discoveries 
iu Alberta during the past two 
years has been of great import¬ 
ance to the Canadian economy. It 
ranks ahead of an economic ach¬ 
ievement this Dominion has made 
during the recent years.—Brooks 
Bulletin.

The Dominion range experimen¬ 
tal station nt Man^berrles Alber¬ 
ta, has conducted tests with crest¬ 


ed wheat grass ever since 1928. It 
found that rates of seeding make 
no difference to the thickness of 
the stand. Some plots were seed¬ 
ed at one lb., three lbs, and she 
lbs. per acre. Others were seeded 
in six inch, twelve inch and twen¬ 
ty-four inch rows. After a ten year 
period, yields were about the 
same in all ploU.

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National Immunization Week 

This is National Immunization Week in Canada 
—the seventh annual observance of an event dedi¬ 
cated to the hea^h and. lives of the nation's child¬ 
ren. 

Sponsored by the Health League of Canada, in 
cooperaUon with official health departments. Nat¬ 
ional Immunization Week is designed to draw the 
attenUon of parents that certain diseases of child¬ 


hood are preventable but, despite this fact, these 
disease#—diptherta and whooping cough—are stlU 
taking toll among Canadian children. For Instance, 
whooping cough took 155 lives in 1948 and dlpther- 
ia claimed 85. 

The wisdom of proven Immunisation procedures 
such as toxoid to prevent dJptheria and whooping 
cough vaccine to prevent whooping cough—is seen 
in a steadily decreasing annual Ca n a d ia n death toll 
from these two diseases, but, as the Health League 
of Canada points out, the battle will not be won un¬ 
til there are no cases and no death toll. 

Just as smallpox has been wiped out by vac¬ 
cination, so can dlptherla oe eliminated by toxoid. 
In the case of whooping cough, the preventive Is a 
vaccine which provides protection In 80 per cent 
of all cases, rendering the disease much less severe 
In the remainder. 

At the same time, we cannot let down our 
guard against smallpox. The vaccination procedure 
must be continued if we are to enjoy continued Im¬ 
munity from what was once one of the world's 
greatest scourdges. , 

National Immunization Week is merely a means 
of emphasizing the value of Immunization as a 
major part of any child health conservation pro¬ 
gram. It Is designed to give impetus to the never- 
ceasing attack on dlptherla, whodping cough and 
smallpox. It is everyone's duty to support Canada's 
health officers in this work.

of moisture and the high rate of 
evaporation are the principal fact¬ 
ors limiting growth throughout the 
area. Attemps to produce wheat 
and oats, and other cereal crops 
have been generally unsuccessful 
It is now fairly well established 
that the best type of land use for 
the region is based on the utilia- 
tion of native and cultivated gras¬ 
ses. 

At present the most suitable 
grass to be grown for use as early 
spring pasture in rotation with 
native grass, is crested wheatgrass 
From preliminary trails at the 
Dominion Range Experiment Sta¬ 
tion, Manyberries, Alta., it would 
seem advtseable to use crested 
Wheatgrass for pasture from ap¬ 
proximately. the 21st of April till 
the last week In June and then 
turn the livestock on native prair¬ 
ie. This rotation gives the maxi¬ 
mum yield for both types of veg¬ 
etation and a high yield of pro¬ 
tein, says' W. A. Hubbard of the 
Range Station. 

As eatly as 1928 crested wheat- 
grass was seeded on abandoned 
lands in the vicinity of the Station. 
These tests demonstrated suc¬ 
cessfully thut weed cover could 
be eliminated and complete grass 
cover obtained. Some of these old 
stands of "rested wheatgrass were 
examined last year. It was found 
that after a period of 10 years, 
rate of seeding made no difference 
to the thickness of the stand. Some 
plots had been seeded at lib., 3 
lbs., and 6 lbs. per acre others had 
been seeded in 6-inch, 12 inch and 
24-inch rows. Some of the seed 
was drilled in. some broadcast and 
single disced and the remainder 
broadcast Yields were taken which 
varied from 303 to 361 lbs. per 
acre with an average of 352. It 
appears therefore that for this ar¬ 
ea cultural treatment and differ¬ 
ent rates of sewing have little ef¬ 
fect on the density or yield of 
stands after a 10-year period when 
crested wheatgrass is seeded on 
abandoned land. 

On areas that were grazed, be¬ 
fore the crested wheatgrass had 
a chance to become established in¬ 
vasion of native grasses took place 
much more rapidly than on pro¬ 
tected areas for at least a year. 

On reseeded spring flooded ar¬ 
eas it was found that increase m 
ground cover was wry little in 
comparison with dryland plots, but 
increase in yield was three to four 
times greater. 

In conclusion, it m^y be said 
that crested wheatgrass is a hardy 
perennial grass, well suited to the 
climatic conditions of southern Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan. ‘ It is 
hoped in the near future that 
some better strains of crested 
wheatgrass may be made avail¬ 
able for distribution than those 
that ale generally used at present.
